along a first side of the fluorescent lamp, and wherein the first side is substantially 
. parallel with the first plane . 



16. (currently amended): The tubular fluorescent lamp of claim 14 wherein the first 
plurality of legs and second plurality of legs are substantially parallel.

least three successive legs in the plurality of legs reside in a first curve; and 

a second plurality of legs and a second plurality of curved segments, each of the 
second plurality of curved segments arranged between a pair of the second plurality of 
legs> the second plurality of legs and the second plurality of curved segments arranged 
such that at tea* least three successive legs in the second plurality of legs reside in a 
second curv e different from said first curve, and wherein the first curve is 
substantially parallel to the second curve, and wherein the first plurality of legs in the 
first curve is interdigitated with the second plurality of legs in the second curve to 
create a continuous lamp surface along a first side of the fluorescent lamp .
